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At the conclusion of his training period, Mr. Clegg said he was quiet, and did not have a 
too impressive personality, seemed slightly youthful, hov/ever, it was believed he would 
develop into better than an average Agent in the field. On 4-8-41 he was assigned to 
Miami. - 

On 6-24-41 SAC Danner said he was inclined to be self-conscious, blushed rather readily 
and it was felt he should Y/ork to overcome that as it was undoubtedly due to habit, should 
develop poise and little more aggressiveness, however, he possessed good judgment, seemed 
to be able to hold his own in any type of crowd, had no difficulty in expressing himself, 
submitted good reports, and his work needed no more than average supervision . - 

On 7-28-41 he was designated as Resident Agent, at Tampa. O n 11-10-41 SAC Danner said he • 
had a good grasp of Bureau policy and procedure considering his length of service, was a 
hard and willing worker, seemed to be conscientious and possessed fair investigative ability, 
was more of the tenacious type who accomplished results by hard work rather than utilizing 
any great amount of imagination, his reports were well prepared but were unnecessarily long 
which was probably due to his lack of experience, despite the fact he appeared to be easily 
flustered in the field of lice it was felt he made good contacts and handled himself in a 
creditable manner in interviewing prominent officials ’and business men, and he was considered 
an above average Agent for his D.ength of experience. On 12-16-41 he was reallocated to 
OAF-10 at 53500 Per annum.— '

On 4-30-42 he was transferred back to Miami in order to round put his experience, although 
hxs work had been entirely satis fac tory and h e, had ' shown remarkable progress as Resident 
Agent at Tampa. . 

During an inspection of the Miami Office in May and June 1942, inspector Harbo said he v/as 
average in appearance and personality, seemed to have above average intelligence, displayed ..

On 9-11-42 SAC Danner rated him as GOOD and said in connection v/ith the liaison v/ork at the 
Pan American Airways this Agent had handled his duties in an excellent manner, had made 
excellent contacts, kept the office supplied v/ith information concerning activities _ at the 
Pan American Airports, seemed to have done an excellent job ‘in handling officials of other 
agencies since they apparently put a great deal of faith in his ability and judgment, was j 
plentifully supplied v/ith initiative, went about his duties in a cheerful and enthusiastic 
manner, displayed supervisory ability, and it was believed he- had the characteristics of 
, administrative and executive ability which would develop. - 

On 9-29-42 he was considered for reallocation, hov/ever, it was recocmended that an additional 
r ^r?t b® secured. On 11-9-42 SAC fjannor rated him as VERY GOOD and said his progress had' j 
/steady, he v/as genuinely concerned- at all times over his progress and his v/ork, was careful 
, as to detail, was alert and kept himself v/ell informed as to Bureau policy and knew his- j 
manuals, was rather quiet but v/as not at all lacking in aggressiveness should the occasion \

On 3-31-43 SAG Kitchin rated him as VERY GOOD and said he had a very good personal appear^- 
once, had a good personality, had a thorough knowledge of the Bureau's policies and procedures 
which knov:ledge he had applied very intelligently in. his duties as night man, possessed initi- 
ative and used it, was apparently resourceful, was hot especially forceful, probably lacked 
some degree of force, however, he was possessed of above ‘-average intelligence, was ambitious 
and industrious, produced an above average volume, his reported matter had been accurate and 
entirely satisfactory, was an excellent' dictator, made a very satisfactory witness, had an 
excellent ability to make contacts, had a very good ability to organize and initiate his work, 
had handled all types •of assignments, definitely possessed supervisory and some administrative 
ability, was married with one child and apparently was not interested in BIS although it was 
f,elt he would be qualified for such an assignment. 



Ur. Scott interviewed him during In-Service Training School in March and April 1943 and s b6 L 
he made a very favorable impression, appeared to be mature, intelligent and above average b7c 
considering his length of service, possessed a good appearance, an excellent personality, 
and it was felt he should have an excellent future in the Bureau. At that tim.e Mr. Scott- 
recommended that he be transferred from Miami to another field division in view of his 
capabilities so that he' could be kept in mind for further advancement. YJhile attending 
In-Service he left his notebook in the closet of Assembly Room #1 after instructions had 
been given that no personal belongings or other equipment was to be left in the room when 
the Agents went to dinner. ’ He attributed that to misunderstanding of the instructions.

On 6-29-43 
SAC Hottel rated him as VERY GOOD and said he presented a very neat and mature appearance, 
had a pleasing personality, had been assigned to Selective Service work which he handled 
in a very satisfactory manner, his reports were submitted with a minimum amount of errors 
and he seemed to take the minimum amount of time to handle his paper work, seemed to be 
extremely interested in his work, and he produced a good volume of Y/ork.

extremely helpful in carrying out- special assignments wherein little or no criterion had

been existent on which action could "be "based and although he was the newest supervisor in 
the Personnel Section he had developed rapidly and it was felt he was extremely capable, 
he had acquired a great deal of knowledge of the job and the work of the Administrative 
Division in a short period and his judgment was sound and he would develop more force with 
experience and this would be of assistance to him. *

On 3-31-44 Assistant Director Qlavln rated him EXCELLENT an d said he had performed his work 
in an excellent manner, had exhibited a thorough understanding of the duties of a Special 
Agent, had been able tb. analyze accurately and • skillfully many personnel matters which 
arose in this division; was acting as assistant to Mr. J. P. Mohr, Agent in charge of the 
Personnel Unit and in this capacity he was continually interviewing Bureau employees and 
others and had a very good grasp of this work, it was felt from his field experience that 
he could creditably acquit himself in any field assignment given to him and although his 
services were very much needed in this division, he would be eligible for assignment where 
the French language could be utilized, he recently assisted in the Inspection of the Identi- 
fication Division and Mr. Hince reported that he was the outstanding interviewer of the en- 
tire group assigned to interviewing some 3,000 employees of Ident, he was thoroughly loyal to 
the Director and to the Bureau, worked long hours without thought of his personal conven- 
iences and he would develop in the service.

This Agent was assigned to the Pittsburgh Division in June, 1944, for a period of two weeks

During the past year it had been necessary 
to handle a great many matters pertaining to reallocations and reclassifica-

He was thoroughly familiar with the Classification Act and all its ramifi- 
cations and was sound in his recommendations concerning such matters. He 
had been responsible for the applicant recruitment placement policies , the 
preparation of administrative and disciplinary memoranda, and all other 
matters pertaining to personnel of the bureau. He had accepted his responsi- 
bilities without complaint and had worked long hours continuously in order 
to keep abreast of the work being referred to him for attention. He possessed 
a high degree of loyalty to the Director and the Bureau and there would be 
no hesitancy in recommending him from an efficiency standpoint to an executive 
field position. He had full knowledge of the Bureau *s responsibilities and 
would be a better than average supervisory employee on the investigative, side 
of our work as well as on the administrative side. He was rated as a most 
satisfactory employee. Mr. Glavin ref erred. to the matters regarding the 
undue delay in acknowledging a letter from ASAC, Finley, the approval of a 
letter of /transfer to the wrong office, and the delay in submitting the 
November voluntary overtime for the Seat of Government, for which he was 
cautioned by letters during the rating period: 

He suffered with catarrhal inflammation of the larnyx during /April, 1951, 
and was on sick leave from 4-17-51 through 4-25-51.

A letter was directed to him on 11-25-52 for his failure in not promptly 
j transmitting correspondence concerning a personnel matter to an interested 
Bureau official . Although this correspondence 3 which pertained to alleged 
immoral conduct on the part of a Bureau employee named\ 

was designated for the attention of a Bureau officialj ne fatted to Insure 
that it was brought to his attention and 3 instead 3 routed it to another 
employee for action . 

I On 12-5-52 appreciation was expressed to him for the very excellent liaison 
relationship he had between the Bureau and the United States Naval Medical 
Center 3 Bethesda 3 Maryland . 

By letter dated 2-13-53 he wqs advised that the Bureau had observed that on 
2-3-53 3 one of the clerical employees under his general supervision exceeded 
the speed limit in operating a Bureau vehicle . It was his responsibility 
to make certain that adequate instructions had been issued to this employee 
as to the necessity for observing all traffic regulations and that the 
necessary supervisory techniques were employed to insure that he was 
properly discharging his duties . 

During an Inspection of the Administrative Division in February 3 1953 3 
Mr. Glavin said he was the Personnel Officer of the Bureau and performed 
his multiple duties in a highly satisfactory manner. He had taken an 
aggressive hold of the Bureau’s personnel set-up and had developed it from 
its infant stages to the healthy personnel set-up that the Bureau has 
today. He did not hesitate to take responsibility upon himself in making 
decisions and in the handling of many important administrative and 
personnel assignments which was given to him. He .was particularly well 
qualified for his present assignment 3 and Mr. Glavin felt that the Bureau 
was fortunate in having one of his abilities assigned to duties such as 
.his. Inspecto Harbo said he appeared to be well qualified for his present 
position. The findings during the inspection were generally favorable 
and there was no reason to differ with the comments of Mr. Glavin concerning 
Mr. Edwards / however 3 the Inspector found that there was excessive tardiness 
in the Personnel Section during November 3 1952. The Inspector discussed 
the undesirability of this situation with both Agents and Mr. Edwards and 
it was believed there would be no recurrence. 

On his 1953 annual report Mr. Glavin rated him SATISFACTORY and stated he was 
exceptionally well qualified to handle his duties as Personnel Officer of the 
Bureau and it was felt that he had been highly satisfactory in his present 
assignment. He kept abreast of any personnel developments in the Government 
service and had kept the Bureau advised of the many matters of a personnel 
nature which might affect the Bureau’s operations. In the past year he had 
developed Personnel Conferences to a new peak of efficiency. He was exceed- 
ingly loyal to the Director and to the Bureau and had subordinated his 
desires to the needs of the Bureau. He would be- exceedingly capable as an 
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Be attended In-Service training from 3-30 to 4 - 10 - 53 .

On 1-17-54 he received a uniform promotion'to $11,050 per annum in Grade G&15. 

By letter dated 2-4-54 h'e was CENSURED in~ connection with a long distance 
telephone call which he received on 1-29-54 from SAC William H. Williams of 
the Omaha Division, it being noted that this telephone conversation lasted for 
22 minutes. A review had been made of the memorandum which he prepared under 
date of 2-1-54 outlining the material discussed during the call. It was noted 
that he was of the opinion that some of the items could have been handled by 
cheaper means of communication, further, that he told Mr. Williams that his 
telephone conversation was too lengthy. It did:.. not appear that he handled 
this matter as aggressively as he should have in vfewof his position as a 
Bureau supervisory employee. "Obviously, if he felt that the conversation was 
becoming extended > he should have taken steps to terminate it immediately and 
instructed the SAC to submit further .details by some other cheaper means of 
communication. It was only necessary that he obtain the bare essentials and 
he could have instructed that the remainder of the information be submitted 
to the Bureau by teletype or by airtel. From a revtew of the material discuss 
ed by him with Mr. -Williams it would appear that all of it could have been 
handled by an airtel. It was determined that the longe distance telephone 
call in question if made station to station would cost $10.25. An urgent 
teletype 180 words in length could have been utilised at a cost of $1.35. 

JBy letter dated 2-10-54 the Director expressed to him his sincere congratula- 
tions on his Thirteenth Anniversary with the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
It was hoped that the Bureau would have the benefit of his services for many 
years to come and the Director wanted him to know that it had been a pleasure 
to have him in the Burpau family.

His daily average overtime for December, 1955 was 3 hours and 27 minutes. 

By letter dated 1-12—56 he was COMMENDED for the splendid job he did as 
chairman of .the FBI Employees Consolidated Charity Fund. He -deserved a 
great deal of credit, for the outstanding results attained in the 1955-56 
campaign which were attributable to a great extent to his enthusiastic 
leadership and direction. 

During an inspection of the Administrative Division in January, 1956 
Assistant Director Tamm stated that he was extremely intelligent, hard 
working, interested and loyal. 

His daily average overtime for .January, 1956 was 2 hours and 53 minutes. 

By memorandum dated 2^7-56 he submitted an exp lanatio n to Mr . Mohr as to be 
why the material which Deputy Attorney Generali [requested 2-6-56 b7c 
concerning the FBI Employees Consolidated Charity Plan was delayed in 
reaching the Director ’until the morning of 2-7-56 ; ^The material .was in 
proposed final form and taken by him to Mr. Mohr's office the morning of 
2-7-56; Mr. Mohr immediately reviewed it and suggested a change.

By letter dated 2-10-56 the Director congratulated him on his Fifteenth 
Anniversary with the FBI. He acknowledged this letter on 2-13-56. 
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In a Letter to the Director dated 2-24-56 he stated that last evening at 
its monthly executive meeting, FBI American Legion Post No. 56 included, 
him as a recipient of its Certificate of Appreciation for services to the 
Post , and. among those enumerated by Commander DeLoach was the Bureau's 
beneficial veterans’ counseling program. He stated this was indeed an 
honor which he would cherish. But he knew that whatever he had done in 
his position to merit this coveted recognition had been made possible only 
by the Director’s genuine interest in the veteran which had inspired arid 
'nourished the beneficial policies carried out by Veterans’ Counsellors 
W. E. Clark and T. J. Nally. This letter was acknowledged by the Director 
on 2-28-56. - 

His daily average overtime for February, 1956 was 2 hours and. 29 miriutes. 

-On 3—31—56 Mr. Moh£ rated him SATISFACTORY and said he- had continued to 
function as Personnel Officer of the Bureau. He had handled his duties in 
an excellent fashion and had demonstrated his outstanding capabilities in 
the field of personnel administration. He had demonstrated that he 
thoroughly understood' the personnel problems confronting the Bureau and had 
exercised a considerable amount of’ initiative and aggressiveness tc advance 
personnel administration -in the Bureau. To facilitate his work, he had ' 
developed excellent outside contacts, particularly at the Civil Service 
Commission arid other related agencies having an interest in personnel 
administration. He was a sincere, conscientious, devoted employee and a 
credit to the Bureau; Mr. Morir regarded his efforts during the rating 
period as being excellent. 

His daily average overtime lor March, 1956 was 3 hours and 25 minutes,.

By letter dated 5-11-56 he was CENSURED inasmuch as the attention of the 
Bureau had been directed to the' fact that in the recent past he had re- 
viewed and approved a number of items of Bureau correspondence without 
detecting nonsubstantive errors which they contained. 

By letter dated 5-14-56 he was COMMENDED inasmuch as he had done an 
especially fine job in connection ’WITH" 1 the establishment of the position 
of Confidential Cbrk (Stenography), GS-5, for the Washington Field Office. 

His daily average overtime for May, 1956, was 2 hours 33 minutes; for 
June, 3 hours 15 minutes.; for July, 2 hours 44 minutes; for August, 2 hours 
42 minutes; for September, 3 hours; for October, 2 hours 42 minutes; for

Attorney*^general of Rhode Island, as well as others,* had only f the highest 
praxsegfor Inspector EDWARDS; and the work he has done with?the Association.

' On June 30, 1965, Inspector EDWARDS made« an, extremely line 
presentation on the current status ofthe President's Anti-Crime Program.

No 
indented writing was found on the letter. 



The postage stamps, on the envelope were torn from a booklet of stamps. 

The stationery is a product of the Eaton Paper Corporation, Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts. The one latent fingerprint developed on the letter has been 
identified as that of a Bureau employee who opened the letter in the Records Section. 
The letter, together with photographs of same, is attached. 

It is noted that the word "embarassing M appearing in the anonymous letter 
was consistently misspelled. Typewriting in the recent sections of the personnel 
files of the following Agents was compared with typewriting on the anonymous letter 
and no identification was made with the typing on the anonymous letter:

The Bureau 
ofthe Census endeavored to make such a collection but had to abandon the 
project in the middle 1940*8 due to lack of cooperation by local courts in 
the severalstates. A few states do, at the present time, publish to 
a certain extent court; statistics but, for the most part,these are 
Incomplete* 

As indicated in Table 12, police solve 24 percent of the 
known offenses, Whep we use the data set forth in this, table, we find 
on a national basis that for each 100 offenses which become known about 
23 persons are arrested in connection with the 24 solutions. Nineteen of 
„ the arrested persons are then formally charged in a court of jurisdiction. 

Of these 19.people charged, 9 would have been juveniles who were referred 
to the juvenUe authorities. Of the remaining 10 persons, 6 would be found 
guilty .as charged, 1 guilty of a lesser oiffense and 3 acquitted or the charges 

dismissed.'

dwards for alleged misconduct during a conference of Attorneys General at Phoenix, 
Arizona, and alleges that Edwards' misconduct was covered up by Assistant Director 
Gale and by you (Mr. Mohr) and further contains allegations that you had been involved 
in drinking incidents and that your brother, Special Agent Paul J. Mohr, had written 
bad checks prior to becoming an agent. It also alleged that you were the brother-in-law 
of a notorious east coast bookie.* My memo of 6-17-65, which is attached , analyzed 
these allegations in detail, pointing out thah£he facts had been twisted and allegations

The addendum on the copy of the letter received 9r29-65 contains vicious 
statements concerning the Director and Mr. Tolson, stating that the Director has made 
thousands of dollars from the sale of two books, neither of which he wrote, and that an 
incentive award was given to former SAC E. D. Mason for selling these books. It also 
states that Mr. Tolson did not deserve the President’s Award for Distinguished Federal 
Civilian Service which he received, reportedly with a la rge cash gift. It states that the 
Director is becoming increasingly senile despite massive shots and quantities of pills 
consumed at Government expense, and had recently been humiliated by his encounter 
with Martin Luther King. It states that the time has come for the President "... to run 
Hoover, Tolson and their rotten clique out of Government . . . . " The onlyfiew allegation 
against Bureau personnel other than the Director and Mr. '‘Tolson is a statement that 
you were also involved in another tremendous scene in a plane flying Jnto Detroit several) 
years ago greatly alarming a number of passengers, which was covered up by your 

associates. You (Mr. Mohr) have categorically denied that any such incident occurred.

4 made for latent fingerprints. It was noted in reviewing the addendum that the word , 
’’principle" was used when the proper word should have been "principal. " 

Every effort will be made to determine the identity of the writer through 
appropriate examinations of the document and you will be advised of the result.

SUBJECT: AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENT 

JANUARY 7, 1966 . - * - 

This memorandum is* submitted to report an automobile collision 
between the car ,1 was driving, and another automobile. I had just left the office 
Friday night and was en route home. It occurred at-6:45 p. m. on Shirley High- 
way (Interstate Route 95),, Arlington County, Virginia, at a point approximately 
one-half mile North of the Route 7 Overpass. No personal injuries were incurred 
by anyone. . ' * , 

The facts are that I was prpceeding in the East- lane .traveling 
South; This is a 4- lane, highway and traffic was practically bumper to bumper 
in all lahes'ahd moving, at ah average of from 45 - 50 miles;per hour with 
considerable jerkiness and irregularity caused by the normal factors of lane 
jumping, etc. Visibility clear; road was dry and clear. Suddenly, without 
any apparent reason, the line of traffic in which I was traveling began.to stop 
Jdead four or five cars ahead of me. As the car in front of me began to brake 
to a stop, I did likewise, however keeping my one eye on the rear-view mirror 
because the car behind me was approaching very close to me and/seemed to be 
experiencing difficulty in stopping. The car in front of. me came to a dead stop, 
but it became apparent that I could not completely stop in time so I endeavored 
to swerve into the grass median strip but the right corner of my front bumper 
grazed^the left rear' corner of the bumper of the car in, front of? me and as I 
.proceededinto the median strip his bumper grazed along my right front fender 
and door panel, crimping them. I stopped, immediately got out of the car and 
inquired- whether anyone was hurt. The driver of the other car assured me that 
neither he, his wife or daughter seemed to be hurt. We then inspected our cars 
and he concluded there was no damage to- his car. We exchanged pertinent data 
concerning operators permit, car registration and insurance coverage. 1 He 
wanted to proceed on, stating that he had been driving since 6:00 a.m. that 
morning when he.had left Maine and- he was en route to Folly Beach, South 
Carolina, for a 3- month job as a pipe fitter. He said he was completely un- 
familiar with. the highways inthe. vicinity 0$ the accident and he had/been trying 
to find someplace where he could turn off the highway because he and his 
family were .hungry.

This morning I was asked by Mr. Clayton, whether I had 
imparted certain information to Assistant Director JohnF. Malone 
which had come to my attention while attending one of the sessions 
of the Executives Conference and also whether I had been aware 
of the fact that sessions of the Executive Conferen ce were confidential. 

I This is a statement of my complete actions and rationale in answer 
I thereto. The answer to both questions is yes. 

I did advise Mr. Malone of a subject which had been discussed 
in Executives Conference a couple of weeks prior thereto and which 
had some reference to him, but I respectfully submit that my motivation 
was in no way intended to be in the nature of gossiping or divulging 
any secrets concerning discussion in the Executives Conference. The 
subject matter of discussion at the Executives Conference was the, 
excessive use of Bureau telephone facilities and particularly cited 
was the excessive telephone conversations between the New York Office 
and officials and supervisors at the Seat of Government. Mr. Tolson 
made the observation that there was too much ’’chitchat" and gossiping 
going on in these conversations and as an illustration he cited the fact 
that Mr. Malone had recently written a letter to the Director commenting 
on some White House briefing that the Director either had given or was 
scheduled to give. Mr. Tolson said that he had no idea how Mr. Malpne 
had learned about this and could only conclude that it was through one 
of these ’’gossipy” telephone conversations. Mr. Tolson said that 
they should be stopped and particularly in the case of the New York 
Office because Judge Irving Kaufman tends to get to know so many 
things which are communicated to Mr. Malone. 

I wish to make it clear at this point that I had not theretofore 
personally been aware of any recent or scheduled White House briefing 
and I am not one of those individuals who telephonically talks regularly 
or even frequently with the New York Office and seldom do I even talk 
to Mr. Malone when I have occasion to call New York because my business 
is ordinarily with one of the SAGs. Regarding Judge Kaufman, I am well 
aware of Kaufman’s proclivities and the. fact. that-he -has been an irritant 
in the- past so' that even though he may be carried as an SAC contact or 
a good friend of the New York Office, I fully realize that anyone dealing 
with him needs to be on his guard and circumspect.

, I did not communicate this information to Mr. Malone for 
at least two weeks after the Executives Conf erence discussion despite 
the fact that there was one occasion when Mr. Malone called the 
Inspection Division on a matter of official business and I talked with 
him and despite the fact that Mr. Malone was in attendance on Saturday, 
2/19/ 66, at my daughter's wedding. The occasion when I did caution 
Mr. Malone about excessive and gossipy telephone conversations between 
the New York Office and the Seat of Government was on Wednesday 
morning, 3/2/66, when I called him from the John F. Kennedy Airport 
in New York during a brief changeover in planes en route to Tucson. 

I spoke with him at approximately 8:00 AM for about 15 minutes in order 
to ascertain current information known to him regarding our relationships 
with the District Attorneys in the New York area who might be at the 
Tucson meeting and during that conversation I took occasion to caution 
him regarding the matters aforesaid. 

As nearly as I can recall the way the conversation arose on this 
point was when I realized when talking with him from the airport that I 
had only a couple of minutes before I had to board my plane and I 
mentioned that I would have to terminate the call; and I was then reminded 
of the caution about lengthy phone conversations and told Mr. Malone that 
he should be alert to keeping the telephone conversations between the 
New York Office and the Bureau brief and particularly be alert to avoiding 
any gossip. I told him this matter was being emphasized by the Buie au 
and that the Bureau was bein*,g especially alert to information coming 
back to it in communications which obviously had their source in some 
gossip at the Seat of Government. I cited the instance about the White 
House briefing and I told Mr. Malone that it was just an example and 

I that I was not interested* in who had gossiped about this to him from the 
Seat of Government because it was just one of a number of observations 
which the Bureau had made and which documented the existence of such 
gossip. I also added that the New York Cffice had to be particularly alert 
in matters that were discussed with some of the Bureau’s high-level 
contacts and friends because some of these people ’’ran at the mouth. " 

I mentioned Judge Kaufman as an example whom I personally knew tended 
to do this, but I did not under any circumstance indicate to Mr. Malone 
that Judge Kaufman had been told by him about the White House briefing 
because in fact, so far as I knew, nothing had been said to indicate that 
Judge Kaufman had been told of this. by Malone. The only statement made 
regarding Kaufman in the Executives Conference was that he tends to 
get to know too much.

Obviously the subject matter of this conversation I had with 
Malone has reached the Bureau in some form or another . 

I would also like to state that under date of February 28, 1966, 
which was approximately a week after the Executives Conference 
discussion, I sent out the following alert to the Inspection Staff 
regarding excessive and unessential telephone conversations: 

"For your further general information there is a 
definite feeling that there is entirely too much ''chitchat* 
and too many lengthy unessential conversations going on 
and the Inspectors, of course, should be able to satisfy 
themselves that field offices are keeping their 
communications to minimum essential lengths and 
purposes. " 

I am grateful for the opportunity to give my version of it 
but I deeply regret that my motivation might have been construed 
as either gossiping about or divulging matters discussed in Executives 
Conference. For what it is worth, I would like to state that my 
motivation was rather that of trying to implement by "a word to the 
wise" a tendency which the New York Office had exhibited in gossiping. 
I personally do not have time for gossiping and I have not been one to 
engage in gossiping nor have I had any patience with gossiping on the 
j part of others.- I know my actions on the instant occasion seem to 
1 refute that but certainly my actions were not grounded on that reason.

In reviewing the work of the Inspection Division I have noted 
that Inspector H. Lynnj/Edwards, Number One Man to Assistant Director 
Felt, spends from 50% to 80% of his time'on, liaison assignments with the 
American Bar Association, National Association of Attorneys .General', 
National District Attorneys Association, National Conference of Bar 
Examiners, and related matters which are notr connected with the Inspec- 
tion Division. I feel that in the interest of more efficiency and continuity ^ 
of direction on the Inspection Staff, Mr. Edwards should be reassigned 
and be replaced with someone who can devote full attention to the. work of 
the Inspection Staff. This is necessary since in the past year more special 
surveys and special inquiries, both at the Seat of. Government and in the 
field, have been delegated to the Inspection Staff and need the personal 
attention of the Assistant Director or his Number One Man. 

As some of the liaison work handled by Mr. Edwards is closely 
aligned with matters handled in the Legal Research Unit of the Training 
Division, this would be a. logical place to assign Mri Edwards. There he 
could continue to perform his present liaison duties and assist in. handling 
legal research projects, lectures, and public appearances when needed. 

This assignment could be made at no change in grade or salary as Inspector 
Dalbey, the Chief of the unit, is presently in Grade GS 17 as is Mr. Edwards. 

A suitable replacement for Mr. Edwards would be Section Chief 
Leonard M. Walters, Accounting and Fraud Section of the General Investi- 
gative Division, who has a very fine record. Mr. Walters EOD 6-15-42, is

X have seen the copy of your letter dated September 11th, 
which Mr. H. Lynn Edwards sent to inspector Jack E. Herington. 

In response to your inquiries, I would first like to make 
some distinctions. It is assumed that your interest is actually in the 
training of police recruits who have been employed as police officers. 

A relatively small number of police departments have a large enough 
budget for a cadet program designed to employ persons who have not 
reached the required age to become a police officer. These young 
persons generally perform clerichl^type work with the view toward 
later becoming police officers when they qualify. 

Second, there is a distinction also between police 
training and education of police officers. Police training is designed to 
give law enforcement personnel the knowledge and techniques used 
in their day-to-day work. Most police administrators are additionally 
urging their personnel to further their education, particularly at 
institutions of higher learning. A large number of these institutions 
have recognized this need and now provide curricula containing 
subjects of interest to law enforcement and. some offer police science 
degrees. * 

j This Bureau provides police training on almost every 
phase of law enforcement work ranging from recruit training through 
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training for command level officers and police administration. Oar 
program is aesignedto insure that our police instructors are kept 
current on all new developments tnf*t might axfect law enforcement, 
and most certainly during the last few years we have noted an 
increased interest, on the part of departments requesting our assistance, 
in legal problems and in .police-community relations.

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Gossett Says Fear of Crime Imprisons Our Free Society 



Association President William T. Gossett told a 
national crime conference in San Francisco that crime 
and violence “threaten not only our property and even 
our safety; they threaten as well the very foundation 
of our free society.” 

“The fear of random attack or organized violence 
imprisons a people, as surely as any Berlin Wall,'’ he 
added, 

Mr, Gossett spoke at a national emergency confer- 
ence sponsored by the National Council on Crime and 
Delinquency in San Francisco Feb, 3-4, as part of a 
nationwide private citizens’ effort to meet crime prob- 
lems, The session he addressed dealt with justice and 
the courts. 

Attorney General John N, Mitchell, in another con- 
ference address, called for marshaling of private re- 
sources to fight crime in the pattern of United Fund 
drives ,whicluupport.private welfare-programsi-Hc said 1 
there must be coordinated professional guidance in the 
anti-crime effort by such organizations as the American 
Bar Association, the International Association of Chiefs

As editor or "criminal justice," the quarter ly^newsletter 
of 'the ABA Section of Criminal Justice, I invite you to 
write a brief article for the Spring Issue on certain issues 
pertinent to criminal justice privacy legislation, still 
unresolved by the recent passage of S.3418, the Federal 
Privacy Act of 1974. . 

It is my understanding that this Act exempts lav/ enforce- 
ment agencies from its provisions, so that although citizens 
now enjoy a greater access to records kept on them by federa 
agencies, certain issues relevant to criminal justice in- 
formation are still to be decided. 

Many of these issues were contained in S.2963 and S.2964 
(93d C. , 2d S.): (1) the availability and dissemination of 
criminal justice information; (2) the need for keeping such, 
information as accurate as possible; (3) the sealing of 
criminal justice records following specified periods of 
no rearrest; 'and (4) the method of monitoring the provisions 
of such legislation, whether by the U. S. Department of 
Justice or some other agency, existing or created. 

I believe that appropriate legislation will be reintroduced 
in the 94th Congress which will contain provisions based 
on the resolution of these issues. No doubt considerable 
debate will ensue on these matters, and I would like our 
readers to join in such discussion by being apprised of 
two different perspectives. 

I enclose a recent copy of our newsletter for your reference 
You will note that it contains two articles on a substantive 
issue; in this case, the death penalty. It is our hope that 
this year's "Criminal Justice" will carry differing points 
of view on topical and important issues. 

Should you agree to contribute an article for this series, 

I would request that it follow a similar format as the 
enclosed: no more than 750 words, with black-and-white .photo 
and a short biographical sketch.
